relief from their ills, they are plan- 
ning to form pools. Inaugurate farm- 
ers' strikes, and demand legislation 
aboiisliing grain exchange^ private 
catUa market^ aid tha Itka^ w ought 
not hastily to brand them as economic 
heretics and highwaymen, and hurl at 
them the chajrge of being seekers of 
special privilege. Rather, we should 
ask if their trouble is not ours, and 
aaa what can be dona to imiMrora the 
attoatloB. Purely from adf-lntaraet, 
If for no higher motive, we should 
help them. Ail of us want to get back 
permanently to "normalcy ;" but Is It 
reasonable to hope for that condition 
unless our greateat and most basic In- 
dustry can be put on a sound and solid 
permanent foundation? The farmers 
are not entitled to special privileges; 
but are they not right in demanding 
that they be placed on an equal foot- 
ing with the buyers of their products 
and with other iBdastrlaaT 








i<et OS, then, eimslder some of ttie 

farmer's grievances, and see how far 
they are real. In doing so, we should 
r smsmfct n that, white tiiara have been, 

and still are. Instances of purposeful 
abuse, the subject should not be ap- 
proached with any gcnaral Imputation 
to existing distributive' agencies of de- 
liberately intentional oppression, but 
rather with Uie conception that the 
marketing of farm prodncta haa not 
been modernized. 

An ancient eril, and a persistent 
one, to the undargrading of farm prod- 
ucts, with the result tiiat what the 
farmers sell as of one quality is re- 
sold as of M higher. That thto sort of 
chleanery ahould perelat on any im- 
portant scale In these days of busi- 
ness Integrity would aeom almost In- 
cradlMe^ hirt there to much arldence 
that It doea aa persist. Even as I 
write, tha nawapapera announce the 
suspension of sevaral trBM finom the 
Kew York Produce Exchange for ex- 
porting to Germany as Ko. 2 wheat a 
K'bole shipload of grossly iaferi^ wheat 
mixed with oats, chaff and the like. 

Another evil is that of inaccurate 
weighing of farm products, which, it 
is charged, to sometimes a matter of 
dishonest intention and sometimes of 
protective policy on the part of the 
local buyer, who fears that be may 
"weigh out" more than he "welglis In." 

A greater grievance is that at pres 
ent the field farmer has little or no 
control over the tinm and eondltlona 
of marketing his products, with the 
result that be is often underpaid for 
his products and nanallf o f a r ch arged, 
for marketing service. The differ- 
ence between what the farmer re- 
ceivea and what the conanmor paya 
often exceeds all possibility of Justi- 
fication. To cite a single illustration. 
Last year, according to flgnrea atteat- 
ed by the railways and the growers, 
Georgia watermelon-raisers received 
on the average 7.5 cents for a melon, 
the railroads got 12.7 cents for carry- 
ing It to Baltimore and the coitoumer 
paid cine dollar, leaving T9.8 cents for 
the service of marketing and its risks, 
u' against 20.2 cents for growing and 
transporting. The hard annals of 
farm-life are replete with such com- 
mentarlea on the erodeneaa of pres- 
ent practices. 

Nature prescribes that the farmer's 
"goods" must be flnlshed wlttin two 
or three months of the year, while 
flnanclal and storage limitations gen- 
eraHy compel him to sell them at the 
same time. .As a rule, other industries 
are in a ci-ntinunus process of finish- 
ing goods for the markets; they dis- 
tribute as they' produce, and they can 
curtail production without too great 
injury to themselves or the commu- 
nity ; but if tlie farmer restricts his 
output, it is witli disastrous conse- 
qnences, both to hlmsdf and to the 
commonlty. ^ 

The average fRrmer Is busy with 
production for the major part of the 
year, and has nothing to sell. The 
iiull; of liis output comes on the mar- 
ket at once. Because of lack of stor- 
age fadlitlea and of financial aupport, 
the farmer cannot carry his goods 
through the year and dlspo^ of them 
as they are currently needed. In the 
i;reat majority of cases, farmers have 
to entrust storage — in warehouses and 
elevators — and the financial carrying 
of their products to others. 

Farm products are generally mar- 
iieted at a time wlien there is a con- 
K<-'Sti"n of both trausiiortation and 
finance — when cars and money are 
isearce. The outcome, in many in- 
stancca, to that the farmers not only 
sell under pressure, and therefqae at 
a disadvantage, but are compelled to 
take furtlier reductions in net returns, 
In order to meet the charges for the 
service of storing, transporting, financ- 
ing, and ultimate maiketlng— which 
charges they dalm, are. often exces- 
sive, bear heavily on both consumer 
and producer, and are under the con- 
trol of those performing the services. 
It to true that they ^t9 relieved pf 
tha daka aC n dwaglf maiket b/ 
bvt|tff iM^iha w^ 



Ing to take the unfavorable chance, 
If the favorable one also Is tiielrs and 
they can retain for tliemselves a part 
of the sertlce hharge s that are uni- 
form, in good yeara and bad, with 
high prlc«s and low. 

While, In the main, the farnier tiiiisi 
sell, regardless of market conditions, 
at the time of the maturity of crops, 
he cannot suqiend producti«>n in tota 
He must go on produdng if lie is to gu 
on living, and If the world to to exist. 
Tl>e most lie can do Is to nirtail pro- 
dui.-tion a little or alter its form, and 
that — because he is in tlie dark as to 
the prf>bal)le demand for his goods — 
may be only to Jump from the frying 
pan Into the fire, taking the eonsnmer 

with him. 

Kven the dairy farmers, whose out 
put is not seasonal, complain tliat they 
find themselves at a disadvantage in 
the markethic of their productions, 
especially raw milk, liecause of the 
high costa of dtotribution. " ' ''-ii they 
must oittoMttdy bear.

Now that the farmers an- stirring, 
thiiililiiK, and uniting as never before 
to eradicate these Inequalities, they 
are stibjected to stern econo^nlc lec- 
tures, and are met with the accusation 
that they are demanding, and are the 
recipients of, special privileges. Let 
us see wtiat privileges the government 
has rnnferred on tlie farmers. Much 
has been made of Section 6 of the 
I'layUm Anti-Trust Act, which pur 
ported to permit them to eeflM>lne with 
Immunity, under certain conditions. 
Admitiin;; that, nominally, this ex- 
empti'in was in the nature of a special 
privilege, --though I think It was so In 
appearance rather than in faci, — we 
find that the courts have nulUned It 
by jtidldal Interpretation. Why should 
not tli<? farmer.? he permitted to ac- 
complish hy co-operative methods what 
other businesses are already doing by 
eo-operatlon in the form of incorpora- 
tioD? If it be proper for men to form, 
by fusion of existing corporations or 
otherwise, a corporation that controls 
the entire production of a commodity, 
or a large part of it, why is It not 
proper for a group of farmers to unite 
for the marintlng of thdr coounon 
products, dther in one or In aaveral 
selling agencies? Why shodld It be 
right for a hundred thousand corporate 
shareholders to direct 25 or 30 or 40 
per cent of an Industry, and wrong for 
a hundred thousand co-operative 
farmers to control a no larger propor- 
tion of the wheat crop, or cotton, or 
any other product? 

TJie Department of Agriculture is 
often spoken of as a spedal concession 
to the flarmera, but In Ita commercial 
results, it is of as much beneUt to the 
buyers and consumers of agricultural 
products as to the producers, or even 
more. 1 do not suppose that anyone 
opposes the beoefiu that the farmers 
derive ftom the educational and re- 
search work of the departnwfit, or the 
help that It gives them in working out 
imiiroved cultural methods and prac- 
tices, In developiiig better yielding va- 
rieties through braading and seledlon. 
in introducing new varieties from re- 
mote parts of tlie world and adapting 
them to our climate and economic con- 
dition, and In devising practical meas- 
ures for the elimination or control of 
dangerous and destructive animal and 
plant dtoeaaea. Inaeet pests, and the 
like. All these things manifestly tend 
hi stimulate and enlarge production, 
and their g en era l benefidal aflects are 
obvious. 

It to eoaaplalned that, whereas the 
law reatrida Federal Reserve, banks 
rn three months* timi for commerdal 

paper, the fanner is allowed six 
months on his notes." This Is not a 
special privilege, but merely such a 
recognition of business conditions aa 
makes it poaalbte fbr country hanha 
to d> business with country people. 
The crop farmer has only one tttm- 
o\er a year, wl.i'i' tlo- merchant and 
Manufacturer have many. Incidental- 
ly, I note that the Federal Reserve 
Board has Just authorized the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks to discount export 
Iiaper for a period of six months, to 
conform to the nature ©f the busi- 
ness. 

The Farm lx>an banks are pointed 
to aa an htstance of apodal govern- 
ment favor for farmers. Are they not 

rather the outcome of laudable efforts 
to equalize rural and urban condi- 
tions? .\nd about all the government 
linos tliere Is to help set up an ad- 
ministrative organization and lend a 
little credit at the start. Eventually 
the farmers will provide all the capi- 
tal and carry all the liabilities them- 
selves. It Is true that Farm Loan 
bonds are tax exempt ; but so are 
l>onds of municipal light and traction 
iilnnts, and new houaing to to be ex 
enjpt from taxation, in New York, for 
'en years. 

On the other hand, the fanner reads 
of plans for municipal housing proj- 
ects that run into the billions, of hun- 
dreds of millions annually spent on 
the merchant marine; he reads that 
file railways are being favored with 
incr.eased rates and virtual guaranties 
of earnings by the government, with 
the result to him of an 'nereased toll 
on all tl>at be sells and all that he 
ttuys. He h^ars of many manifesta- 
tions of governmental concern for par- 
ticular Industries and Interests. Res 
cuing the railways from Insolvency Is 
undoubtedly for the benefit of the 
country as -a whole, but what can be 
of more general benefit than encour- 
agement of ample productfon of the 
principal necessaries of life and their 
i even flow from contented producers to 
! satisfied consumers? _ 

iWhile it may be conceded that 
spedal goTommental. aid may be nae- 
essary in the general interest, we must 
all agree that It Is difficult to see why 
agriculture and the production and dlsh 
trlbutlon of farm products are not ac- 
corded the same opportunities that are 
provided for other bosineaMa; cve- 
clally as the enjoyment by the farmer 
o^ such opportunities would appear io 
\t$ fven more contribator,r to t^t gsst 



eral good than in the case of other 
indoatrtea. The spirit at Asaerican 
democracy is unalterably opp o aed, 
alike to enacted special privilege and 
to the special privilege of unequal op- 
portunity that arises automatically 
from the_ failure to correct glaring 
economic' inequalities. I am opposed^ 
to the injei-tlon of government Into 
business, but I do believe that it Is an 
essential function of democratic gov- 
ernment to equalize opportunity so 
far as it Is within its power to do so, 
whether by the repeal of archaic 
statutes, or tlie enactmnt ot modem 
ones. It the antl-tmat lawa keep the 

farmers from endeavoring scientifically 
to Integrate their Industry while other 
Industries find a way to''meet modern 
conditions without violating such stat- 
utes, then It would aaam reasonable 
to find a way for the farmnra to meet 
them under the same conditions. The 
law should operate equally In fact. Re- 
pairing the economic structure on one 
side Is no Injustice to the olliar aide, 
which to in good repair. 

We have traveled a long way fireaa 
the old conception of government as 
merely a defensive and policing agency ; 
and regulative, corrective, or equaliz- 
ing legislation, which apparently is of 
a special nature. Is often of the most 
general ben^dai consequencea. Bven 
the First Congress paswd a tariff ad 
that was avowedly for the protection 
of manufacturers; but a protective 
tariff always has been defended as a 
means of promoting the general good 
through a particular approach ; and 
the statute books are filled with acto 
for the benefit of ahlpplng. po'ninerce. 
and labor. 

rv 

Now, what Is the farnor .isklng? 
Without trying to catalogue the re- 
medial measures fliat have been sug- 
geated in bto behalf, the prindpal pro- 
poaato that bear dlradly on Oa Im- 
provement of bis distributing and mai^ 
ketlng relations may be summarized aa 
follows : — 

First : storage warehouses for cot- 
ton, wool, and tobacco, and elevators 
for grain, of suflldent capad^ to meet 
the maximum demand on them at the 
peak of the marketing period. The 
farmer thinks that either private capi- 
tal must furnish these facilities, or the 
state must erect and own the eleva- 
tors and warehotfsea. 

Second: weighing and grading oi 
agricultural produds, and certification 
thereof, to bft done by Impartial and 
disinterested public Inspectors (this Is 
already accomi>ilshed to some extent 
by the federal licenaing of weighers 
and graders), to eliminate underpay- 
ing, overcharging, and unfair grading, 
and to facilitate the utilization of the 
stored pro<lnct3 as the basis of credit. 

Third : a certainty of credit sufficient 
to enable the ■aikatlag. of prodads 
in an orderly BMnner. 

Fourth: the Department of Agricul* 
ture should collect, tabulate, summa- 
rize, and r^rulariy and frequently pub- 
lish and distribute to the farmers, full 
information from all tha markets of 
the world, ao that they Aall be aa well 
informed of their selling position as 
buyers now are of their buying posi- 
tion. 

Fifth : freedom to Integrate the busi- 
ness of agriculture by mauw Of con- 
solidated selling agendea, e»«rdlnat- 
Ing and co-operating in such way as to 
put the farmer on an equal footing 
with the large buyers of his products, 
and with com merci al latattaM ia other 
Indnatrtea. 

When a bwriaaaa latatrea apadallaed 
talent, it has to buy tt. So will tha 
farmers ; and perhaps the best way tor 
them to get It would be to utilize some 
of the present machinery of the larg- 
est established agencies dealing In 
farm prodocts. Of course, if he wishes, 
the farmer may go fnrthn* and engage 
In flour-railllni: and other manufactures 
of food products. In my opinion, 
however, he would be wise to stop 
short of that. Public interest may be 
(9poaed to ail great integrations; but, 
in Justice, should tbey be forbidden to 
the farmer and permitted to others? 
The corporate form of assoclatlrfn can- 
not now be wholly adapted to his ob 
jects and conditions. The looser co- 
operative form seems more generally 
suitable. ~nerefore, ho wtohea to be 
free, If he finds It desirable and feas- 
ible, to resort to co-operation with his 
fellows and neighbors, without run- 
ning afoul of the law. To urge that 
the farmera sbould have the same lib- 
erty to consoUdate and eo-ordlnatc 
tlieir peculiar economic functions, 
which other Industries In their fields 
enjoy, Is not, however, to concede that 
any business integration should have 
l^islative sancti<m to exercise monop- 
olistic pbwer. The Aaserican people 
are as firmly opposed to industrial as 
to political autocracy, whether at- 
tempted by rural or by urban industry. 

For lack of united effort the farmers 
as a whole are still marketing their 
crops by antiquated methods, or hy no 
methods at all, but they are aorrounded 
by a hnsiness world that has been 
modernized to the last minute and Is 
tirelessly strlvijig for efficiency. This 
effidency to due in large measure to 
big buaincaa, to united buslneaa, to in- 
tegrated ^uainesSL The farmers now 
seek the benefits of such largeness, un- 
ion aiMl integration. 

The American farmer Is a modern ol 
Che moderns in the use of labor saving 
machlnei^, and he has made vast 
strides III recent yeara to adentiflc 
t!Ilai;e and efficient farm management 
but as a business In contact with other 
businesses aglrculture Is a "one horse 
shay" In oompetltlon with high power 
automobiles. The American farmer is 
the greateat and moat intractable ol 
lodivMumists. While Industrial pro- 
dudion and all phases of the huge com 
merclal mechanism and Its myriad ac 
cessories have arti'^ulated and co-ordl 
nal^ themselves all the way from nat- 
ural raw materials to retail aales, the 
business of agriculture has gone on In 
much the one man fashion of the back- 
woods of the first -mrt f the nine- 
(e<Nkth century, when the fiinner wm 



sdf sufficient and did not depend upon, 
or care very much, what tlio great 
world was doing. The reaolt to that 

the agricultural group Is almost fta 

much at a disadvantage in dealing with 
other economic groups as the jay farm- 
er i f the funny pages in the bands of 
sleek urban confidence, oscn. who sell 
him acreage in Central Park or the 
Chicago city ball. The leaders of the 
farmers 'thoroughly understand this, 
and tliey are iiiielligently striving to 
Integrate their Industry go that it will 
be on an e«aal foetlag with other 



As an example of hitegratlon, take 

the steel Industry, in which the model 
Is the United sitates Steel Corporation, 
with Its iron mines, Its coal mines. Us 
lake and rail transportation, its ocean 
vessels, Ito. by-prodnd caka ovens, its 
blast furnaces. Its open hearth and 
Bessemer furnaces. Its rolling mills, its 
tube mills and other manufacturing 
processes that are carried to the high- 
est degree of finished production com- 
patible with the large trade it 
built up. All this la generally 
ed to be to the advantage of tha con- 
sumer. Nor dnes the steel corporation 
Inconsiderately dump Its products on 
the market. On the contrary, it so 
acto that It to freqnently a atablltoing 
influence, as Is often the case with oth- 
er large organizations. It is master of 
Its distribution as well as of Its pro- 
duction. If prices are not satisfactory 
the products are held back or produc- 
tion to reduced or suspended. It to not 
compelled to send a year's work to the 
market at one time and take whatever 
It can get under sii<-h circumstances. 
It has one selling [lolicy and its own 
export depurttiicat. Neither are the 
grades and qualities ot sted determin- 
ed at the caprice, of the buyer, nor does 
the latter hold the scales. In this sin- 
gle Integration of the steel corporation 
Is represented ai)ont 40 per cent of the 
steel production 'jt America. The rest 
to mostly in the liands of a few large 
companies. In ordinary ttoMti the 
steel corporation, by example, stabilizes 
all steel prices. If this Is permissible 
(It Is even desirable, because stable 
and fair prices are essential to solid 
and caathracd prosperity) why would 
It be wrong for the farmera to atlltoe 
central agendes thatiwouM have simi- 
lar effects on agricultural products? 
Something like tliat Is what they are 
aiming at. 

Some farmers favored by regional 
compadness and contiguity, such as the 
citrus-frult-raisers of California, al- 
ready have found ■ way legally to 
merge and sell their products Intc 
grally and In ace rdance with seasonal 
and local demand, thus Improving 
thdr position and rendering tha con- 
sumer a reUable aanrlee of mg^md 
quality, certain supply, and reasonable 
and relatively steady prices. They 
have not found It necessary to resort 
to any special privilege, or to claim 
any exemption under the anti-trust 
legislation of the atate or nation. With- 
out removing local control, tbey have 
built up a very efficient marketing 
agency. The grain, cotton, and to- 
bacco farmers, and the producers of 
hldea and wool, becauae of their num- 
bara and tha vaataaaa of their regiona. 
and for other foaaons, have found 
integration a more difficult taak; 
though there are now some thousands 
of farmer's co-operative elevators, 
warehouses, creameries, and other en- 
twOafB of one aort and another, with 
a tunMirer of a bmion dollan a year. 
They are giving the farmers business 
experience and training, and, so far 
as they go, they meet the need of 
honest weighing and fair grading ; but 
tksT do not meet the requiremento of 
rationally adjusted marketing im amf 
large and fundamental way. 

The next step, which will be a pat- 
tern for other groups. Is now helna 
prepared by the grain-raisers through 

the eatablishment of sales media which 
sbaW handte grain aaparately or col 

lectlvaly. aa the Individual fanner may 

elect. It Is this step— the plan of the 
Committee uf Seventeen — which has 
created so much opposition and is 
thought by some to l>e in conflict with 
tbe anti-trust Uwa. Though there i» 
now before congress a measure de- 
signed to clear up doubt on this point, 
the grain-pruducers are not relying on 
any Immunity 'from anti-trust legisla- 
tion. Tbey desire, and they are en- 
titled, to co-ordinato their efforts Just 
as effectively as the large business In-

It Is Contended that. If their pro- 
posed organizations bo perfected a^^ 
operated, the fannera will hare IB 

their hdinU nn Instrument that will be 
capable of dangerous abuse. We art 
t(dd that h will ha peaalMo to parvart 
It to arbitrary and oppres-slve price- 
fixing from its legitimate use of order- 
lag and stoMltolav tha Aw of Ikna 
produds to the market, to the mutual 
benefit of producer and consumer. I 
have no apprehensions on thto palaC; 

In the first place^ a looaa organton- 
tlon. such as any union of farmera 
must be at hest, cannot bo so arbi- 
trarily and promptly controlled as a 
great corporation. The vi e is a lugl- 
berlng democracy and tha other an a^lf 
autocracy. In tha aacond ptace, with 
all poadble power of org .nlzatlon, tha 
farmers cannot succeed to any^real 
extent, or for any considerable length 
of tlmcv ifi fixing prices. The great 
law of supply and demand worka IB 
various and snrprlalag waya, to ^ 
undoing of the beat told plans th^ 
attempt to foil it. In the third 'placa, 
their power will avail the farmerg 
nothing if .t be abused. In our time 
and country power to of value to ito 
possessor only so long as It to nil 
It Is fair to say that I hart 
no 'signs In responsible quarters 
of a disposition to dictate prices. 
There seems, on the contrary, to be § 
commonly beneficial purpoaa to 
a stabUity that will glv-t aa ardarty 
and aboadant tow ef fhrm vn&tak 
to the consumer and ensure reasonable 
and dependable returns to the pro- 
ducer. 

In vtow of the supremo importance , 
to the national well-betng of a proa- 

perous and contented agricultural pop- 
ulation, we ahould bo prepared to go 
a long way to aaatattng tho fh r ma n |o 

get an equitable share of the wealth 
they produce, through the inaugura- 
tion of reforms that will procure a 
continuous and increasing stream of 
farm products. They ai* far from geC> 
ting a fair share now. Oenaklart^ 
hto capital and tho long hoars of labor 
put In by tbe average fanner and his 
family, he Is remunerated less than 
any other occupational class, with the 
possible exception of tea^era. rell- 
gioua and toy. Thom^ we knew tfeat 
the preaent general dtatraaa ad tk| 
farmers Is exceptional and to QAti' 
with the inevitable economic readjuat<-] 
ment following the war, It must bej 
rsaMmberrd that, although represeot- 
tog eaa-third of tho induatrtal pradMt 
and half tho total popatatton aC tt* 
nation, the rural communltlea ordi- , 
narily enjoy but a fifth tn a quarter ef 
the net annual national :;a1n. Notwith- 
standing the taste of {trosperity that 
the farasera kad dving tbe war. thana 
Is today a lower standard of lidaf 
among the cotton farmers of the South 
than in ai v • ther pursuit in the country. 

In concl'ision, It seems to me that the 
fanners are chiefly striving for a gen- 
erally U:iefictol tot^ration of 
bunlafnii. of tha aassa kind and 
ter that < ther business enjoys.
